CHAPTER 398.

AN ACT to provide for the payment of balances
therein named for the year 1883, to the assessors
in the city of Milwaukee.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SeEctioN 1. The common council of the city of
Milwaukee is hereby authorized to audit, allow
and pay, in the same manner that other accounts
and claims against the city are audited, allowed
and paid, to each of the assessors of the city of
Milwaukee for the year 1883, such sums of money
as will constitute the balance of salary of six hun-
dred dollars, as provided for in the charter of the
city of Milwaukee.

ECTION 2. All sections, or parts of sections, so
far as they may be construed to conflict with the
provisions of this act, are hereby repealed, as for
the purposes of this act.

SectioN 3. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 399.

AN ACT relating to gambling at agricultural
fairs.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows :

SEcTION 1. It is hereby made unlawful for the
secretary of state to draw any warrants for the
payment of moneys appropriated to the various
agricultural societies of the state, except upon the
presentation of the sworn statement of the presi-
dent and secretary of each society, that said soci-
ety, at its annual fair held during the year for
